sioners will have to meet on Thursday 
anyway lo sign vouchers to pay county 
bills and the county payroll. 


If this is so, then the original motion 


appears to be pointless. 


The fact is that the commissioners do 


often meet twice n week in ihe after- 
noons or go on tours to inspect work in 
f l i e courthouse, at (he new addition to 
the county home, at the Pocono Moun- 


tains Airport. 


Both Eader and Price admit there will 


be a need for special meetings. \Ve think 
that need will arise frequently.
